cor tain amendments, the reasons for 
which aro herein sot forth ; also the 
character of said amendments. First. 
That the stump-tail dogs should be ex- 
empt from the provisions uf this act, for 
good reasons, 
It is conceded by acicu- 


tilic men that a stump-tail dog, when 
under full headway of louoinotiou, is un- 
able to skillfully turn a corner, being 
minus the tail, wkieh serves, us a rud- 
der to a ship, to enable the craft to 
steer safely into tho desired havcu, — 
Ibis fact, without elaboration, should 
Appeal directly to the sympathies of tho 
members of this Council, that the defi- 
ciency of this beautiful extension uf 
tho vertebral column should be consid- 
ered a fair offset to the burden of taia- 
tion placed upon the heads of more for- 
tunate dogs. 
All suggestions to ox. 


umpt sun dogs sooner doga or other se- 
lect breeds of dogs from the provitions 
of tho bill, should bo promptly repudia- 
ted as importitcut, unless it can clearly 
demonstrated by the genealogy of fiucn 
breeds that the orignal typo existed in 
such a condition as to justify tho infer- 
ence that in aceurdanec with tho theo- 
ry of Darwinism said breeds arc ap 
preaching thnt social and physical con 
dition ns will ultimately result iu their 
having control of the ballot-box, 


It is furthermore a Ikct well known 


that tho ruling ideas of a nation arc of- 
ten couched iu familiar phrases, such 
as the following : "A negro for dogs," 
"A poor man for children," "A Dutch- 
man for sauer-kraut," etc., etc., ail in- 
jinitmn. 


Your committee would therefore sug- 


gest, by way of admonition, that any 
atUmpt to discriminate in legislation 
against the favorite species of property 
of tho "wards of the nation" might re- 
sult in stiring up a hornet's nest that 
nothing but the prcscnse of Sheridan's 
cavalry could control, 
Other reasons 


might bo adduced, including tho fond 
ness of the great executive head of the 
nation for dogs, but tho delicacy of tho 
subject is apparent. 


Your committee would further sug- 


gest that all that portion of the bill re- 
lating to mule and female dogs be refer- 
red to the Committee on Mails and Mail 
facilities ; and would fiirthermoro rep- 
resent in the classical language of one 
of Idaho's molt popular sons, that this 
is the doggon'dobt question your com- 
mittee has yet had to investigate, and 
would so recommend.
